Mb. Emtob : 

Early lu tue laat century there were 
comparatively few private residences 
below Canal stiee.. About 1826 Wm. 
Niblo, who kept a popular restaurant 
In Plus sliest, purchased the lota on 
the corner of Broadway end Prince 
street through to Groeby street. He 
built two four-etory brlek house# on 
Broadway sod fitted up ths ooroer lot 
to Crosby street rot s garden. In It ba 
planted a full variety of tropical trees, 
orange, palm, ate., also Du wars of alf 
kinds; there were pretty little nooks In 
which were coaey tall-a and chairs. 
Nlblo'a Garden, as It wag called, was 
very popular during the summer 
months. For one shilling entrance fee, 
visitors eould be supplied with s plat* 
of Ice cream. Ii was a grand louoglug 
place for tbe y-ung people e+peelaij. 

1 have no doubt that there Ate many 
people now living who Will recollect 
many pleasant hours they have passed 
there. 

Mr. Niblo siso erected a summer 
theatre adjoining tb* gaadan, whisk 
during the winter months was comfort¬ 
ably enclosed and eventually became 
known aa the Metropolitan Theatre. 
During tbs winter months lot several 
years this was used for a series of balls 
given by an eeaodatloo of young soeiety 
mao known aa tb* Assam Mies Appli¬ 
cants. Name* for admission bad to be 
paaaed upon by tbe managing oommlt- 
taa and one Mafib ball axeiuded the eecdl- 
date. Dancing then was quite a different 
thing frees that of the present Has—the 
oid-feehlooed quadrille, plain waits. 
Bpmlsh daaae, Virginia real aod tb* 
lauctera. tb* sebotltsb* being unknown. 

As tbe popululou Increased bouse* 
bogrn to be more numerous above 
Canal street, and omnibuses began is 
make fbelr appearance. The starting 
polot wae eorner of Wall and Nsssss 
streets; within certain limits they would 
call fur paeeeogere at either end of to* 
route; paeeage, one shilling. On# Use 
was up Broadway to Fourteenth street, 
one up tbe Bowery and oes to Grsen- 
wish village aa It was then called. On 
thl# roots there was a Mr Stout wbo 
caads It a polat t, rids to Wall street 
aod back every day, simply for tas ride. 

In tbs early part of tbe century this 
section was out of town. There Wae, 
however, a young man who realed a 
large traol of land for farming ptsrpoeee 
aod rateiog vegetable# tor th* New York 
market. Tb* owner of this land per¬ 
suaded Mr. Amos, (tbe farmer), to 
purobaee tbe same on tong credit 
After much consideration be agreed os 
terms aod paid In cash five bundled 
dotlare on aooount Now that night 
Mr. Amoe did not sleep; tbe Immensity 
of the transaction wss mors than he 
oouM endure, and ths nsxt morning bs 
begged to be released from bis bargain, 
but lo vain. This property was bound- 
*d by wbst Is now Hudson, Christopher, 
Troy street and North Blvsr. Boon 
after tj|* purchase tb* Bute of Nsw 
York decided upon this location to 
build a State prison and paid Mr. Amos 
for a small portion of this property, 
more tbao tbe whole section cost him. 
Hs built a row of two-etory brisk bouses 
oo Hudson street, from Amos to Obrle- 
tophsr street*; tnay are still standing. 

Mr. Amoe wae peculiar lo soma re- 
spects. Hs never kept • bank aooount, 
aod bid bis surplus money lo various 
place#. After bta death there waa 
found lo tb* brlekwork about tbs fire¬ 
place ten thousand dollara In 21,000 
bills; bla estate waa valued at about 
9200.000, which lo tboaa day* waa quIU 
a fortune. I remember seeing a book 
pubUalt-d I* >840 aunUlBlfiff lbs names 
of tbe rloh mao of New York. Several 
of tbem were rated at 9200,000.
